The conferees also asked for 
alternative ways of meeting 
federal court requirements on 
bringing mental hospital patient 
care up to minimum standards 
and for legal advice on ratable 
reduction. Ratable reduction is 
a court-challenged procedure to 
be used by the State Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare to lower 
the dollar amount of what the 
state recognizes as the living 
expenses of recipients receiving 
aid to families with dependent 
children.

Cummins workers. Filed before Judge Jam es Noland, 
the suit seeks an injunction prohibiting the engine firm 
from discriminating against plaintiffs because of race 
The plaintiffs are Milton Vaughn, Emma Far a bee, Joe 
Cartwright, Leighton Hull and Michael and Brenda 
Harris. 
Mrs Harris is the only of the six still employed by 
Cummins and is a white, married to a black man She 
claims she has received abuse on the job because of her 
interracial marriage and felt she might be dismissed by 
the company.

denied 
promotions, pay raises and other benefits because of 
their race 
Cummins officials said they were unaware of the suit 
and would not comment until their attorneys received a 
copy.

Incentive Program Worth While 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Indiana’s Work Incentive 
program has saved taxpayers m ore than $1.7 million in 
welfare paym ents during the first half of fiscal 1975, the 
Indiana Employm ent Security Division said Tuesday. 
Division Director John F. Coppes said this was nearly 
$700,000 more than the savings realized in all of fiscal 
1974. 
Coppes said the WIN program is a cooperative effort 
between his division and the D epartm ent of Public 
Welfare. The Indiana State Em ploym ent service placed 
5,217 WIN applicants in jobs during 1974. 
Coppes said that em ployers who hire people through 
the program may claim as a tax credit 20 per cent of 
the wages paid to the w orker during the first 12 months 
of employment. 


Warned To Be On Lookout 


INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — Food stam p recipients were 
warned Tuesday to be on the lookout for persons 
fraudulently identifying them selves as federal or state 
food stam p case reviewers. 
Indiana Welfare A dm inistrator Wayne A. Stanton said 
incidents of persons falsely posing as food stam p quality - 
control reviewers have been reported in M arshall, St. 
Joseph and Vanderburgh Counties. 
Stanton said in one instance, a man falsely identifying 
himself as a federal review er confiscated the authority 
to purchase (ATP) cards from an elderly food stam p 
recipient.

More Rain Hits Michigan

Rain brought the threat of renewed flooding to much 
of already inundated Michigan today, but cloudbursts 
over F lorida’s Everglades were too little to break a 
drought that is searing the usually dank swam plands. 
The Florida Division of Forestry said Tuesday that 
rain put out a 4,800-acre fire near the Everglades 
National Park but warned that two days of rain in 
southern Florida has failed to ease drought conditions. 
Fires have been burning in the ‘Glades area for 
several days, though officials say that recent rains, 
while falling short of dousing all the flam es, “ has 
knocked them back quite a bit.” 


Symington Will Not Run 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., (U PI) — Sen Stuart Symington, D- 
Mo., says he’s will not run for reelection in 1976. 
Symington, 73, a senator since 1952, said Tuesday his 
decision was based on his health, the death of his wife 
four years ago and his belief that the state Democratic 
party needs a strong leader. 
“As the people of my state well know, during all my 
previous cam paigns as well as in subsequent Senate 
operations, my wife, Eve, was my political partner,” 
Syymington said. 
“ Her efforts and wise counsel being of very great 
assistance to me; and it is no secret to my friends that 
her loss has had a m ajor impact on my desire to 
continue in the Senate.” Symington was hospitalized last 
year for pneumonia and a hernia operation.

Convict D ead In Joliet 
Correction Center Riot 


JOLIET, 111. (UPI) - More 
than 200 convicts seized a dozen 
hostages 
and 
took 
over 
a 
cellblock at the Joliet Correc­ 
tional Center Tuesday. When 
the uprising ended five hours 
later, one convict was dead and 
eight persons were injured. 
Police drove all but 70 of the 
rebel inmates back to their own 
cells with tear gas, and the rest 
gave up their hostages and 
surrendered after the warden 
agreed to two of their demands. 
One of the dem ands agreed to

transfer of three inmates to 
Menard State Prison in South­ 
ern Illinois. Authorities later 
said 
the 
planned 
transfer 
apparently triggered the distur­ 
bance, but officials would not 
say why the transfer had been 
ordered or why this would have 
caused an uprising 
The ^her demand was safety 
for the reu^l convicts. 
The inmate tolled during the 
disturbance was Herbert Catlett 
of Chicago, whose body was 
found when authorities gained 
entry to the inmate-held cell 
block. Officials said his throat 
has been slashed, presumably 
by other inmates. 
During the first stages of the 
takeover, prison guard Keith 
Fort, 47, one of the hostages, 
was beaten and kicked repeat­ 
edly 
in the groin. 
He was 
adm itted to Silver Cross Hospi­ 
tal for treatm ent of injuries. 
Two other guards were hos­ 
pitalized No one was believed 
seriously hurt.

McCord’s Appeal For 
Review Turned Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court today rejected 
Jam es W. McCord’s appeal of 
his conviction for breaking into 
the National Democratic Head­

complex in June, 1972. 
The justices refused to review 
McCord’s claims that his trial 
lawyers cooperated with the 
White House in attem pting to 
protect top aides in President 
Richard M. Nixon’s re-election 
cam paign, 
therefore denying 
McCord a fair trial. 
McCord also said that “liter­ 
ally a flood tide of inform a­ 
tion,” such as the White House 
tapes, 
were kept secret or 
destroyed prior to his trial. He 
contended the m aterial would 
have enabled him to prove he

on 
orders 
of 
then 
Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell and other Nixon aides. 
In rejecting McCord’s appeal, 
the justices a second

break-in trial, in which McCord 
and six others were convicted. 
The court already has turned 
down an appeal by co-defendant 
G. Gordon Liddy, who helped

volvement of higherups in the 
re-election campaign organiza­

Thieu’s Resignation: What Next? 
Will the resignation of South Vietnam ese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu pave the way for peaceful negotiations 
to rem ove the alleged grievances of the Viet Cong and the 
provocations Communist North Vietnam has claim ed to 
justify its all-out invasion of South Vietnam ? 


An im m ediate answer comes from North Vietnamese 
sources in P aris saying Thieu’s resignation is “ not 
enough.’’ 


That reaction was to be expected by anyone who has kept 
track 
of 
the 
communist 
device—in 
Vietnam 
and 
elsewhere—of using negotiations and agreem ents simply 
as m eans to occupy territory and subjugate peoples. 


It was as a result of negotiations leading to the 1954 
Geneva accord that it was agreed Vietnam should be 
divided into a Communist north and a non-Communist 
south. But the North Vietnam ese Communists, as sub­ 
sequent history has shown, had no intention of keeping 
that 
agreem ent. 
Almost 
im m ediately 
they 
began 
fomenting conflict through the Viet Cong, and by 1956 
active fighting was widespread in South Vietnam. 


Again in January, 1973, the Communist North Viet­ 
nam ese and the Viet Cong—along with the United States 
and South Vietnam —put their signatures to the cease-fire 
agreem ent worked out in Paris between Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and North V ietnam ’s delegate, Le 
Due Tho. 


Even perm itting North Vietnam to keep some 150,000 
troops in various parts of South Vietnam previously seized 
by the north, that agreem ent was never kept. On the 
contrary, in direct violation of its term s, the North Viet­ 
nam ese proceeded to more than double their troop 
strength in the south, to pour in m ilitary supplies and to 
launch 
the 
devastating 
offensive 
which 
now 
has 
precipitated Thieu’s resignation. 
Will the Thieu resignation bring about a peaceful set­ 
tlem ent? Only the most naive could expect so. The far 
more likely eventuality is that in the very near future 
South Vietnam will become yet another Communist 
possession—and a springboard for the next round of 
Communist aggression in Southeast Asia.

national flower is a thorny issue. 
C onsiderable support has 
been expressed for the zinnia. A 
resolution introduced in the In­ 
diana House urging approval of 
the rose as the national flower 
failed to progress, with many 
supporters desiring the selec­ 
tion 
to 
be 
m ade 
by 
the 
sesquicentennial. 
B ack 
in 
1923, 
Indiana 
lawm akers m ade the tuliptree 
blossom the 
Indiana 
sta te 
flower. In 1931, it was adopted 
as the state tree. However, in 
the law support was given to 
disposal of excess seeds, and the 
com m on gard en zinna, 
an 
import from Mexico, became 
the state flower. Bitter con­ 
troversy followed, and to satisfy 
a promoter of the 500 Race 
Festival, the Asiatic born and 
bred peony becam e the adopted, 
state flower, which continues. 
Although 
the 
resolution 
supporting adoption of the rose 
failed to progress in Indiana, 
undoubtedly it would have fallen 
on deaf ears in Congress. After 
all, the rose has thorns and 
might be rem iniscent of such 
archaic and antagonistic past 
symbols as the “Don’t Tread On 
Me,” Flag of our ancestors. In 
light of our current national 
stance, the pansy or shrinking 
violet might be a better floral 
representation of the mood of 
America. 
After raising false hopes of 
freedom in the hearts of nations 
around the world, we turn our 
backs on moral com mittments. 
Completely ignored is the fact 
that it was not this nation that 
ignored and violated the Paris 
accords which had brought false 
hopes of peace to the world. 
Told their sacrifices were in 
vain are the 56,000 Americans 
dead in Vietnam. . .46,000 in 
com bat; the more than 300,000 
American wounded; the more 
than 1,200 still missing; and the 
2.5 million young Americans 
who gave two valuable years of 
their lives. 
Senator Berry Coldwater who 
lost the presidency in 1964 when 
tagged as the “w ar candidate,” 
said the expensive lesson of 
Vietnam must be never to enter 
a conflict without the goal of 
winning. He urged the U. S. to 
keep our word or not make 
committments. 
Dean Rusk, President John 
Kennedy’s Secretary of State, 
recently spoke to a university 
group. 
He 
suggested 
they 
re re a d K ennedy’s inaugural 
address. It said in part: “Let 
every nation know that we shall 
pay any price, bear any burden, 
meet any hardship, support any 
friend, oppose any foe to assure 
the survival and success of 
liberty.” 
On the eve of our contry’s 
200th anniversary, we look back 
with pride. This was the nation 
which sent Naval vessels into 
foreign ports, arm ed with or­ 
ders to obtain the release of 
citizens or bring back the heads 
of the foreign rulers holding 
them for ransom. 
It is the 
country which never surren­ 
dered a naval vessel on the high 
seas, 
until 
the 
m odern 
generation. 
Faced with an open insult by a 
third rate power, we take pride 
in hiding subtle messages in­ 
serted into forced confessions. 


We apologize for invading the 
open seas with our ships, and 
pay ransom for release of naval 
personnel. 
When the North Vietnamese, 
no longer fighting as guerrillas 
in a “civil conflict,” invaded 
South Vietnam 
in divisional 
strength violating the accord, 
we 
refuse 
to 
endanger 
the 
agreem ent we made. Form er 
C alifornia G overnor Ronald 
R eagan urged use of B52 
bombers to enforce the Paris 
agreem ents. 
Indiana A ttorney G eneral 
Theodore L. Sendak, making 
som e three speeches every 
week, appeared before a local 
township Republican Club. He 
told the audience of more than 
200 that America as a world 
leader has been brain-washed 
since World War II, becoming 
paralyzed with self-doubt. We 
have lost the willingness to 
defend our country and prin­ 
ciples, entering wars without 
the willingness to win. We arm 
our enemies, and refuse to 
accep t the un h u m an itarian 
approach of bartering food for 
aid. 
Pointing to use of American 
technology to construct a heavy 
truck plant in Russia with a 
greater capacity for producing 
than all American resources 
com bined, he p h arap h rased 
Lennin. He said when it comes 
tim e for Communism to hang 
us, Americans will compete for 
the right to sell the rope. 
Fighting a w ar is like being 
preg n an t.. .there is no m atter of 
degree. 
Americans sought freedom, 
defending their property and 
rights at the cost of their lives. 
In the process, they conquered a 
nation. Justice was immediate, 
usually adm inistered at the end 
of a rope with no appeal. Crime 
fell. They spanned a continent, 
and we fear walking in our 
streets.

Communist infantry, attack­ 
ing under the cover of a dawn 
artillery barrage, assaulted the 
district capital of Ben Luc, 16 
miles southwest of Saigon. 
Military sources said waves 
of Communist ground troops 
w ere trying to storm badly

through 
the 
Mekong 
Delta. 


The twin attacks against the 
imperiled approaches to Saigon 
cam e a dozen hours after Thieu 


announced his resignation in a 
vituperative, 
anti-American 
speech.

In its heyday, the 12-story, 
red-brick hotel built 50 years 
ago was the center of social 
activity in a city that billed 
itself as the cotton capital of 
the nation 
Debutantes and cotton plant­ 
ers danced to the big bands in 
the 
rooftop 
ballroom, 
the 
Skyway. 
Land 
barons spent 
days in the lobby, talking and 
watching the five ducks swim 
in a marble fountain. 
"The Peabody is the Paris 
Ritz, the Cairo Shepheard's. the 
London Savoy of this section.” 
Cohn wrote in his book. “God 
Shakes Creation.” 
"If 
you 
stand 
near 
its 
fountain in the middle of the 
lobby, where ducks waddle and 
turtles drowse, ultimately you 
will 
see 
everybody 
who 
is 
anybody in the Delta and many 
who are on the m ake,” the 
Greenville. Miss., writer said. 
Through 50 years and numer­ 
ous 
owners, 
one 
Peabody 
tradition remained. Each mor­ 
ning. five mallards left their 
pens on the roof and rode an 
elevator to the lobby. They 
spent the day swimming in the 
ornate fountain. 
At 3 p.m., a red carpet was 
rolled 
out 
and 
appropriate 
march music played. The ducks 
waddled to the elevator and 
rode back to their quarters. 
The ducks made their last 
walk early this month. A day 
later the owners of the Peabody 
filed for bankruptcy. 
The 
city 
is 
studying 
the 
possibility of buying the Pea­ 
body and renovating it, then 
leasing it to a private firm. 
Such action would require the 
Tennessee General Assembly to 
grant authority to issue bonds 
for the project. So far, there 
has been no legislative action 
on such a bill. 
The Peabody, meanwhile, is? 
almost empty. One entrance js 
padlocked. Security guards are 
on duty to make sure no assets 
are misplaced The water in the 
fountain has been turned off 
and the ducks are at the farm 
of their owner, B B. Hamilton. 
Chandler has suggested that 
the 
ducks

fountain at City Hall, but no 
action has been taken on the 
request. The ducks will not, 
however, end up on anyone’s 
dinner table.

A Will Can 
Save Headaches 


WEST LAFAYETTE, IND — 
If you think you don’t need a 
will, think again Dying without 
a will is no way to go, says Jan 
Arm strong, 
Extension con­ 
sum er affairs specialist at 
Purdue University. 
“Dying without a will can 
create 
staggering 
legal 
problem s for the surviving 
family members,” Dr. Arm 
strong says 
For exam ple, state laws 
usually provide that a .spouse 
receives one-third to one-half of 
the property if there is no will. 
The rest is divided among the 
children, Dr. Armstrong says, 
“Th<* minor children's shares 
becom e 
involved 
in 
guar­ 
dianship proceedings. 
This 
could make things particularly 
hard for a widow or widower 
who desperately needs money to 
make ends meet.” she observes. 
This 
arrangem ent, 
Dr. 
Armstrong says, makes selling 
a home or other property a 
difficult, costly, and tim e­ 
consuming court action 
It’s also possible that your 
children may be given a court- 
appointed guardian who is not to 
your liking if you have not 
named a guardian in a will, she 
adds. 
What 
if you don’t 
have 
children9 You still need a will, 
Dr. Armstrong says 
“lf you die without a will, the 
court 
will appoint 
an 
ad­ 
ministrator for your property. 
He may not be a person you 
would want to take charge of 
your affairs 
By naming an 
executor in your will, you can 
take care of this problem," she 
explains. 
Also, a will is the only way to 
make specific dispositions of 
property. Without a will, the 
adminstrator may have to sell 
and distribute your property. 
“Without the protection of a 
will,” she adds, “an estate could 
be reduced 
substantially 
by 
heavy costs and taxes This can 
be tragic when the survivors 
need every dime they can get.” 
To avoid these pitfalls, see a 
lawyer to have a will drawn up, 
Dr. 
Armstrong advises 
The 
lawyer 
has 
a 
thorough 
knowledge of state laws, which- 
must bo followed if the will is to 
be valid. 


“The lawyer will also make 
sure that your will is clearly 
stated. 
And he can 
make 
suggestions which may save the 
j survivors expense and tim e,” 
she says. 


‘What about the cost? It isn’t 
! that great, according to the 
specialist. “Tho average fee 
I runs from $25 to $75. Estate 
planning 
may 
cost 
more. 
Avoiding the mountains of red 
tape, giving your children a 
more 
secure 
future, 
and 
possible saving estate taxes 
make tho will 
worth 
every 
penny.”
